of Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia, the 
former AFP controller at the 
center of the corruption scan- 
dal. 

‘Arroyo also noted that the mili- 
tary was "not united." 

“There's honest officers and 
dishonest officers. And these 
honest officers won't join the 
coup of dishonest officers," he 
said. 

Biazon said he had nothing to 
add to his earlier disclosure "be- 
cause I've already raised the 
warning.” 

Told that the military had dis- 


missed the coup reports, Biazon 
said the officials only did so "pub- 
lidy” 

The senator said there were 
“signs that indeed that there 
are certain movements but 
these are in [the] early 
stages.” 

Biazon said he agreed with 
some legislators who said the 
House hearings on the Garcia 
case should conclude now to al- 
low “judicial processes to take 
over” 

Amid coup rumors, the Presi- 
dent reached out to opposition. 
leaders to join her government of 
"national unity" 

"Т have invited Sen. Edgardo 
Angara and the party he heads to 
join me in forging a covenant of 
national unity,” Ms Arroyo said in 
astatement. 

“The severity of the looming 
fiscal and economic crisis de- 
mands that all political léaders 
and parties come together and 
transcend partisan interest and 
work for the common good,” she 
said. 

Angara, who was attending а 
conference in Berlin, said he 
would first consult the Laban ng 
Demokratikong Pilipino mem- 
bers before taking any position 
on the offer. 

He said the President's call 
was "very important" and that 
all right-thinking leaders of the 
country should “make а re- 
sponse to that according to their 
light.”

PRESIDENT Macapagal-Arroyo yesterday dismissed ru- 
mors of a coup attempt as an investigation into corruption 
in the Armed Forces has reportedly stirred unease in the 
military. 

2. “l can say that no coup attempt 
"will succeed. The Armed Forces. 
.is an effective institution,” the 
President said in her first com- 
ment on the coup rumors. 

Even so, the military was 
placed on red alert on Tuesday, 
following а stem warning from 
Ms Arroyo that she would “deal 
with destabilizers with an iron 
fist.” 

She also convened the Cabinet 
group of the National Security 
Council on Tuesday but Press Sec- 
retary Ignacio Bunye said the 
NSC meeting did not discuss the 

"coup rumors but contingency 
measures for Filipinos living in 
‘war-torn Iraq. 


Coup talk 

Ed Pamintuan, head of the 
newly created Office of External 
Affairs, said the coup talk was 
mere rumor that was being 
fanned by "some disgruntled 
military officials [who are] ex- 
ploiting the corruption scandal 
in the military, the rising inci- 
dence of hunger and escalating 
oil prices to advance their inter- 
ез.” 

“But she [Ms Arroyo] has the 


strong support and backing of 
the military and of course the 
greater majority of the Filipino 
people. Whatever will be their 
Justification for it, the people 
will not buy it,” Pamintuan 
said. 

Sen. Rodolfo Biazon, a former 
AFP chief of staff, apparently set 
off coup jitters when he told AFP 
chief Gen. Narciso Abaya that 
three retired generals were plot- 
ting to destabilize the govern- 
ment. 


Intention 

“They may have the inten- 
tion but doubt if they have the 
capacity to launch a destabi- 
lization (attempt) or coup, 
Abaya told reporters yester- 
day. 

But he said that since Biazon 
had said there was a possible 
destabilization attempt “I cannot 
say that there is no destabiliza- 
tion.” 

‘Abaya said Biazon did not give 
him the names of the retired gen- 
erals.

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COA clears Garcia 
on cash advances

THE STORM that buffeted Wi 
ston Garcia, president and gener- 
al manager of the Government 
Service Insurance System, could 
be finally over. 

The Commission on Audit and 
the Department of Finance yes- 
terday cleared him of any liability 
in the way he managed the state. 
pension fund. 

Testifying before the Senate 
committee on government cor- 
porations and financial enter- 
prises, Aurora Рила, COA audi- 
tor for the GSIS, confirmed the 
authenticity of a certification is- 
sued to Garcia, which stated that 
he had liquidated all his cash ad- 
vances. 

“As far as the cash advances are 
concerned, we would like to con- 
firm that said certifications were 
really issued because per verifica- 
tion in our records, all cash ad- 
vances of PGM Garcia were really 
liquidated,” Funa said. 

Finance Undersecretary 
Jeremias Paul Је, for his part, said 
the DOF supported the “reform 
effort of the GSIS.” 

Paul said the DOF would en- 
sure that the pension would be 
"sustainable." A GSIS actuarial 
study shows that the present pen- 
sion fund will last up to 32 to 45 
years. 

But an actuarial study present- 
ей during the senators! workshop 
on Saturday by economists Mario 
Lamberte showed that the deteri- 
orating actuarial fund life and 
fund ratio of the GSIS would hit 
rock bottom in 2015. 

But Lamberte, president of the 
Philippine Institute of Develop- 
ment Studies, said that based on 
projections on the GSIS social in- 
surance fund, the yearly benefits 
would exceed contributions of 
the members only in 2024, ex- 
penses would exceed revenues in 
2056 and reserves would run out 
in 2068. 

"There should be a tight link 
between contribution and benefit. 
because at the end of the day if 
the GSIS is bankrupt, it's the na- 
tional government (which will 
shoulder the payment of bene- 
fits)," Paul said.

Sen. Richard Gordon, chair of 
the committee, and Enrile are un- 
convinced over the allegations of 
the Kapisanan ng mga Mangga- 
gawa sa GSIS and the Confedera- 
tion for Unity, Recognition and 
Advancement of Government 
Employees that Garcia had mis- 
managed the agency. 

"It seems that their explana- 
tions are not solid. and Sen.

Gordon said the more wise de- 
cision was to allow Garcia to 
complete the reforms, including 
the computerization of the 
database (to Бе 95 percent com- 
pleted by the end of the year), 
and meet quarterly every year to 
review the condition of the pen- 
sion fund. 

The hearing became a venue 
for the GSIS employees to repeat 
their complaints ranging from 
small benefits and slow process- 
ing of loans to the controversial 
purchase of paintings. 

In the end, upon the prodding 
of Senators Enrile and Gordon, 
all agreed to meet again, and 
work together to make the pen- 
sion system work. 

Under questioning by Enrile, 
Garcia reiterated that the attacks 
against him were orchestrated by 
those behind the reinsurance 
business of government agencies 
and corporations such as the Na-

Politician behind capture 

“Contrary to the police claims, the 
RVG went after drug lords, illegal loggers 
and hired guns,” he said. 

He believed Peralta's capture was the 
handiwork of а Nueva Ecija politician 
‘who lost during the May 10 elections. 

De la Cruz said the RVG refused to 
take part in the politician's plan to “sub- 
vert the electoral results” in the 2001 
polls. This politician, he said, was known 
for his “warlord” reputation. 

Peralta's arrest, he said, was a “grave 
violation” of the peace agreement be- 
tween the RPA-ABB and the govern- 
ment.

and Acceptance Receipt for third-party 
monitors. 

They sign the form if everything is in 
order, and make a report to the provin- 
cial coordinator and to DepEd via text 
messaging. 

What makes it effective is that DepEd 
does not pay the supplier unless there is 
a certification from the scouts that the 
textbooks have been delivered, their 
number accurate, and their quality as- 
suted. 

The project, started only this year, has 
зо far been quite effective, according to 
Marcelo. 

"These children ... They are able to do 
something very effective in curbing cor- 
ruption at DepEd,” he said. 

In contrast to adults who just keep on 
talking about corruption, the children 
were showing what is to be done, Marce- 
losaid. 

Haydee Yorac, chair of the Presiden- 
tial Commission on Good Government, 
has referred to this Filipino trait as the 
"tendency to talk an issue to death." 

Marcelo believes the soldiers would 


notdare intimidate the children. 

"How could they? They would be 
ashamed to do that. These are like their 
children already" he said, adding that 
the majority of soldiers, who are good, 
would not allow such an intimidation to 
take place. 


Ghost deliveries stopped 

Audit Commissioner Emmanuel M. 
Dalman said the scouts were able to stop 
“ghost deliveries" at DepEd. 

“They even returned two weeks after 
the delivery of the books to schools to en- 
sure that these were not returned to the 
suppliers," he said. 

He said it would be better if non- 
government organizations would moni- 
tor the bidding, procurement and deliv- 
ery of goods. 

“If they are that daring to commit graft 
in the presence of these people, they can 
easily be detected,” he said. 


Debt of gratitude 
Dalman acknowledged that some 
COA resident auditors may have been 


corrupted by officials in offices notorious 
for graft, including the AFR 

“Тт even suggesting that the COA au- 
ditor be withdrawn physically from the 
military. They should be made to hold of- 
fices right there in our central office,” 
Dalman said. * 

He made the remark when asked 
whether COA was investigating the resi- 
dent auditor assigned to the AFP when 
Maj.

+ IMUS, Cavite—For allegedly falsifying a land 
title in a spurious land deal almost 12 years 
ago, former Quezon City mayor Ismael "Mel" 
Mathay Jr. and two members of his family 
have been ordered arrested by the Regional 
"Trial Court of Trece Martires City. 

According to documents obtained by the 
Inguinen, Judge Aurelio Icasiano issued on 
Sept. 21 separate warrants of arrest for Math- 
ay, his wife Sonia, and son Ismael IIl, or 
“Chuck,” a former Quezon City congressman. 

"The arrest order stemmed from a criminal 
; complaint for estafa filed by real estate compa- 
ny Solar Resources Inc. (SRI), owned by movie 
producer William Tieng, involving the sale ofa. 
17.5-hectare lot worth more than P22 million. 

‘The lot, located at the Sta. Cruz de Malabon 

estate in Trece Martires City, was said to be cov- 

Jered by a “judicially declared void and spurious 
> certificate of land transfer.”

“As far as 1 am concerned, all legal [issues]

He said he would issue a statement once he 
is furnished a copy of the warrant of arrest. 
А provincial official, who asked not to be 
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named, said the Matfiays have remained at 
large as the court has yet to release copies of 
the warrants “for unknown reasons.” 

But copies of the warrants obtained by the In- 
ourer indicated that the court had furnished 
copies to the National Bureau of Investigation, 
the Cavite provincial police and the San Juan 
police station. 

In the documents, Sonia's and Chuck's ad- 
dresses were listed as No. 2 Van Buren St, 
North Greenhills, San Juan, while the former 
mayor's address was listed as Chalram House, 
Salcedo Village, Makati City. 

‘The complaint, filed by SRI president Roy 
Calleja on July 10, 2003, claimed that Mel 
Mathay executed a special power of attorney, 
dated Aug. 12, 1992, for his wife, Sonia, to sell 
the lot, which was covered by TCT 113047. 


Calleja said Sonia then offered to sell the 
property, with a total land area of 174,987 sq. 
m., to their company. 

Та December 1993, SRI paid P22,157,260 
for the entire lot. 

А check with the Cavite Registry of Deeds, 
however, showed that the land title which the 
Mathays gave the SRI was bogus as it “emanat- 
ed" from another fake land certificate covered 
by TCT 111070, supposedly’ owned by Pedro 
Banayo and Pablo Pugay. 

Both the Court of Appeals and the Supreme 
Court have ruled that the land title was fake. 

Calleja said in his complaint that the titles 
supposedly belonging to the Mathays, Banayo 
and Pugay were "fictitious, spurious and void 
as they have no lawful source of origin." 

‘The company later found that the real own- 
ers of the lot were Teodolo and Sylvia Atan- 
gan; Agustina and Amor Poblete; and Eduar- 
do and Felicisima Tirona. 

During the negotiations for the sale of the lot 
Calleja said the Mathays misrepresented them- 
selves as being in physical possession of the proper- 
ty by introducing “an unidentified person as their 


Calleja said the company had repeatedly de- 
manded, both in verbal and written form, that 
the Mathays return the money without success. 
The prosecutor initially dismissed the com- 
plaint on the grounds that the Trece Martires 
court did not have jurisdiction. But the De- 
partment of Justice ruled on appeal on Aug. 
27 that it had jurisdiction and directed the 
prosecutor to file a case of estafa against the 
Mathays.

SC, new law strike blow 
for battered women, kids

FILIPINO women scored a victory 
yesterday with the Supreme Courts 
launching of the implementing rules 
and regulations of the Republic Act 
9262 or "Anti-Violence Against Wom- 
еп and Their Children Act of 2004," 
according Social Welfare Secretary 
Corazon “Dinky” Soliman. 

“The antiviolence against women 
and children act, which was signed into 
law last March, can now be used and 
implemented in full force because 
there are guidelines,” Soliman said 
during the launch of "MelissaWetch," a 
movement organized by friends and 
supporters of Melissa Mercado-Martel. 

Melissa had filed frustrated parricide 
charges against her husband and mall 
scion Robert Puyat-Martel after he shot 
her in their Makati home late last year. 

“We would make it our advocacy to 
inform women all over the country 
regarding the important provisions of 
the law and where they could go in 
case they need help,” Soliman said. 

Melissa's lawyer, Rowena Guanzon, 
588 that if her clients case is “not ad- 
dressed immediately it could affect thou- 
sands of battered women nationwide.” 

“If Melissa, who has the education 
and financial resources, is experiencing 
difficulty with her ease, what more the 
poor women all over the county?”

“On Soliman said the DSWD with the 
Congressional Spouses Foundation 
have helped around 3,000 abused 
women in 13 havens nationwide in 
the first semester of 2004 alone. 

"We have helped 6,000 women in our 
‘Alabang center alone,” Soliman said, 
adding that they have identified pover- 
ty-stricken areas where high incidents of 
violence against women take place.

It is curious 
why he is now feigning ignorance 
as if somebody of great moral as- 
cendancy has convinced him to 
change his mind,” Maliksi said. 

The appellate court earlier is- 
sued a temporary restraining order 
against the compromise agree- 
ment following Remulla's petition 


claiming that the compromise was 
disadvantageous to the province. 

"The TRO stopped the compro- 
mise agreement that Maliksi en- 
tered into with Sonia Mathay, the 
wife of former Quezon City may- 
or Ismael Mathay Jr. and Eleu- 
terio Pascual on Feb. 27, 2004, It 
was approved by the Trece Mar- 
tires City court on March 18. 

Under its terms, the province 
agrees to return more than 19 
hectares of the disputed land (0 
its owners. 

The provincial government ex- 
propriated the 26-hectare proper- 
ty in 1982 and has since devel- 
oped it, constructing a sports com- 
plex, a forest park, a cemetery and 
resettled squatters on the site 

Mathay and Pascual, who 
daimed to have bought the land 
from original owner Marietta de Vil- 
la, pursued the suit that De Villa һай 
started against the expropriation. 

Mathay and Pascual also sought 
to nullify the donation in 1957 of 
13 hectares by the De Villa family 
tothe province of Cavite.

NBI has 
nothing on 
Erap, says

THE NATIONAL Bureau of Investigation 
found nothing that would link the alleged 
misappropriation of P170 million in excise 
tax funds in 2000 to then President Joseph 
Estrada and his friend Charlie Ang because its 
investigation failed to reach the two persons. 

NBI regional director Carlos Saunar, the 
head of the NBI antigraft division that investi- 
gated Singson's allegations against the then 
President and his associates in 2000, yesterday 
told the Sandiganbayan that his division's in- 
vestigation deemed it unnecessary to look into 
the alleged involvement of Estrada and Ang. 

"This developed as the prosecution panel 
tried to impress on the court, through 
Saunar’s cross-examination, that instead of 
investigating the subjects of the corruption 
expose, the NBI investigated the culpability of 
“whistle-blower” Singson. 

"We didn't reach that level,” said defense 
witness Saunar during his cross examination 
by special prosecutor Dennis Villa-Ignacio in 
the ongoing plunder trial against the former 
President, Ang and several others. 

Saunar, who has since been re-assigned 
from the NBI central office in Manila to its 
field offices їп Пойо City and Zamboanga City, 
had earlier testified that there was nothing 
that would link Estrada and Ang to the al- 
leged misuse of tobacco tax revenues. 

“The defense witness admitted that their in- 
vestigation had to include a probe of the 
“whistle-blower” Singson. The NBI investiga- 
tion of the Ilocos Sur governor showed that 
Singson was the one responsible for the al- 
leged malversation of the P170 million in ex- 
cise tax proceeds. 

"We also have to investigate the com- 
plainant in this case,” Saunar said referring to 
Singson who charged in October 2000 that 
Estrada and Ang helped themselves to the 
proceeds of the tobacco excise. 

Villa-lgnacio confronted Saunar with a 
memorandum from then Justice Secretary 
Artemio Tuquero that tasked the NBI's anti- 
graft division to investigate Singson after he 
made the allegations against Estrada and Ang. 

"What we established was there was an ex- 
pose made by (Singson) against (Estrada and 
Atong Ang), and that the (Department of Jus- 
tice) (chose) to investigate not the allegations 
bur the whistleblower,” Villa-[gnacio said. 

The cross-examination further showed that 
the NBI investigation produced three reports 
оп the matter with the last one recommend- 
ing the filing of graft charges against Singson 
and several other officials of the Ilocos Sur 
provincial government.

'No order to search for explosives' 


EVANSVILLE, Indiana—One of the first 
US military units to reach the Al-Qaqaa 
military installation south of Baghdad 
after the invasion of Iraq did not have. 
orders to search for the nearly 400 tons 
of explosives that are missing from the 
site, the unit spokesperson said Tuesday. 

When troops from the 1015: Airbome Divi- 
sions 2nd Brigade arrived at the Al-Qaqaa base a 
day or so after other coalition troops seized Bagh- 
dad on April 9, 2003, there were already looters 
throughout the facility, Lt. Col. Fred Wellman, 
deputy public affairs officer for the unit, said. 

"The soldiers "secured the area they were in 
and looked ina limited amount of bunkers to en- 
sure chemical weapons were not present in their 
area," Wellman wrote in an e-mail message to 
‘The Associated Press. "Bombs were found but 
not chemical weapons in that immediate area. 

“Orders were not given from higher to 
search or to secure the facility or to search for 
HE type munitions, as they (high-explosive 
weapons) were everywhere in Iraq," he wrote. 

‘The 101st Airborne was apparently at least 
the second military unit to arrive at Al-Qaqaa 
after the US led invasion began. Pentagon 
spokesperson Bryan Whitman told The Wash- 
ington Post that the 3rd Infantry Division 
reached the site around April 3, fought with 
Iraq forces and occupied the site. They left af- 
ter two days, headed to Baghdad, he told the 
newspaper for Wednesday's editions. 

Associated Press Correspondent Chris Tom- 
linson, who was embedded with the 3rd Infantry 
but didnt go to Al-Qaqza, described the search 
of Iraqi military facilities south of Baghdad as 
brief, cursory missions to seek out hostile troops, 
mot to inventory or secure weapons stockpiles. 
One task force, he said, searched four Iraqi mili- 
tary bases in a single day, meeting no resistance 
and finding only abandoned buildings, some 
containing weapons and ammunition. 

The enormous size of the bases, the rapid 
pace of the advance on Baghdad and the lim- 
ited number of troops involved, made it im- 

+ possible for US commanders to allocate any 
soldiers to guard any of the facilities after 
making a check, Tomlinson said. 

Pentagon officials could not be reached for 


comment Wednesday night. A spokesperson 
for the 3rd Infantry Division at Fort Stewart, 
Georgia, said the unit was checking on 
whether any of its troops was at Al-Qaqaa. 
"The disappearance of the explosives was 
first reported in Monday's New York Times and 
has subsequently become a heated issue in the 
US presidential campaign, with Vice President 
Dick Cheney questioning on Tuesday whether 


the explosives were still at the facility when US 
troops arrived. The Kerry campaign called the. 
disappearance the latest in a “tragic series of 
blunders” by the Bush administration.

Prehistoric dwarf 
skeleton found 
on Pacific island 


DENVER—In a breathtaking discovery, scien- 
tists working on a remote Indonesian island say 
they have uncovered the bones of a human 
dwarf species marooned for eons while modern 
man rapidly colonized the rest of the planet. 

One tiny specimen, an adult female measur- 
ing about 91 cm tall, is described as “the most 
extreme” figure to be included in the extended 
human family. Certainly, she is the shortest. 

This hobbitsized creature appears to have 
lived as recently as 18,000 years ago on the is- 
land of Flores, a kind of tropical Lost World pop- 
ulated by giant lizards and miniature elephants, 

She is the best example of a trove of frag- 
mented bones that account for as many as 
seven of these primitive individuals. Scien- 
{tists have named the new species Homo flore- 
siensis, or Flores Man. The specimens’ ages 
vange from 95,000 to 12,000 years old. 

"So the 18,000-year-old skeleton cannot be 
some kind of ‘freak’ that we just happened to 
stumble across,” said one of the discoverers, 
radiocarbon dating expert Richard G. Roberts 
of the University of Wollongong in Australia,

I would be at the mercy of toxic wastes left at the former 

US military bases in Clark and Subic. If there is justice 

in this world, they would—like all children should—be 

happily at play and looking to a future brimming with hope. 

They would not be grievously Ш, their bodies riddled by af- 

flictions directly caused by the toxins still enveloping their 

homes, poisoning the water they drink 

EDITORIALS and the very air they breathe. Quite sim- 
ply, they would not be dead. 

More than a decade after the US bases on Philippine 
soil were closed down in September 1991, toxic waste 
contamination remains an undiminished plague. Yet the 
cleanup long demanded of the United States by various 
groups is not tagged high priority in Philippine govern- 
ment projects, Nowhere is it mentioned in President 
Macapagal-Arroyo's 10-point agenda (unless “the devel- 
opment of Clark and Subic as the best international ser- 
vice and logistic centers in the region” includes it, al- 
though that's a bit of a stretch); it did not even merit lip 
service in her perfervid spiels during the election cam- 
paign. Even otherwise attentive observers forget, mo- 
mentarily riveted as they are by the increasingly difficult 
business of living, as well as by the scandals on unex- 
plained wealth, Yet the problem continues to fester, like a 
boil slowly coming to a head. 

On top of her commitments as president of Amade 
Mondiale (and true-blue member of royalty), Princess 
Caroline of Hanover has been requested to tell the world 
the story of the stricken Filipino children at the former US 
bases. As reported by the Inquirer, the princess acknowl- 
‘edged the request of 7-year-old Michael Pili's grandmoth- 
er Norma, who, in voicing it to the esteemed visitor on 
Tuesday, managed to convey the desperate nature of their 
existence. Michael is one of 500 children whose illnesses 
have been directly linked to toxic waste contamination. 
There are many others like them whose cases are undocu- 
‘mented; some have given up the ghost. 

Michael's grandmother in effect conveyed that if her 
government could not, or would not, do something about 
him ‘and others like him, perhaps Caroline of Hanover 
would. Not that the grandmother was grasping at straws 
in nursing that hope. By accounts, the princess is of a dif- 
ferent mold and does not belong to the category of the 
merely decorative. She had written US President George 
W. Bush as early as 2002, seeking the cleanup of the for- 
mer American bases as well as compensation for the vic- 
tims of toxic waste contamination. And Amade, along 
with the Philippines’ Alliance of the Bases Cleanup, has 
brought the issue to the United Nations, (Compare this 
with the slow action of the Philippine government, which 
did not even have the spine to push the cleanup as a fair 
exchange for its swift, unequivocal support for the US-led 
“war on terror” and subsequent invasion of Iraq.)

Princess Caroline's brief stay 
in the Philippines to visit and raise funds for the fa- 
cilities of the Virlanie Foundation Inc. is remark- 

able for its being low-key—in more ways than one, In her 
visits to shelters for single mothers, street children and 
other minors involved in crime or victims of abuse, or the 
Madapdap resettlement site in Mabalacat, Pampanga, 
she was noteworthy for a simplicity of appearance and 
manner, (On television, a 14-year-old victim of rape who 
had, with others like herself, just sung for the princess, 
said she was moved to tears by the latter's quiet, appre- 
ciative presence. It was as though, the girl said, not with- 
out a tinge of wonder, Caroline understood her plight.) 

‘This simplicity, at once both elegant and intense, im- 
bues in the princess a certain power and makes of her a 
worthy president of Amade Mondiale, otherwise known 
as the World Association of Children’s Friends, She com- 
mands attention because of it, and thus effectively serves 
to focus attention on the state of some of the unfortunate 
children on the planet, and what prosperous countries 
and sectors can do to help. 

Caroline of Hanover calls to mind what Daniel Baren- 
bolm wrote of the late literary critic and activist Edward 
Said, who, he said, had a "musician's soul" and "knew 
quite well that in music, force is not power, something 
that many of the world's political leaders do not per- 
ceive.” Long may her star shine. 
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‘TODAY'S uproar over graft committed by some 
military officers has retailored an old Indone- 
sian joke: What's the four-point formula for 
hitting the economic jackpot? Answer: Ameri- 
can capital, Japanese equipment, Filipino 
manager—and Indonesian general. 

Sadly its a local wisecrack now. Former AFP 
comptroller Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia's corruption 
cases recall, for some, Sir Conan Doyle's ques- 
tion: "Do we have here Napoleons of crime?” 

Unfortunately, the cases and essential inves- 

igation blindside the Armed Forces, a critical 
institution where most soldiers remain 
"straight arrows." The majority retain their 
professionalism, despite the "Rolex 12 Syn- 
drome” of systematic suborning of the military 
by the Marcos dictatorship. People, therefore, 
gag when Rep. Imee Marcos or Sen. Juan 
Ponce Enrile strut as manicured “reformers.” 

But citizens share with soldiers a sharp 
sense of betrayal. The People Power Constitu- 
tion, after all, designated the Armed Forces as 
“protector of the people and state.” Nothing 
exudes more stench than tainted honor. 

Unfortunately, we are a people with short 
memories. Our attention, critics insist, flits 
from scandal to scandal. "There is only silence. 
or scandal," Andre Maurois once wrote. Thus, 
a Joseph Estrada, riecklaced with plunder raps, 
banks on amnesia to offer straight-faced an 
“alternative leadership.” 

Will reforms emerge? Serial scandals also 
blot out equally critical issues. In June, manual 
voting and a filibuster-marred canvass trauma- 
tized the country. And in September, 11 Uni- 
versity of the Philippines professors jolted us 
with "The Deepening Crisis, a study on run- 
away deficits and public debt. 

Since then, overdue electoral reforms have 
“fallen by the wayside.” It seems that only a 
drastic downgrade of our international credit 
rating will jerk our attention back to that eco- 
nomic rescue package. There's danger well 
again be distracted by Advent Season scandals. 

We continue to need “voices in the wilder- 


1 WONDER why we don't have too many 
aswang sightings these days. There was one a 
couple of years ago, somewhere up north, 1 
think. I saw it in one of the news programs, an 
oddity or comic relief item, though it probably 
didn't seem odd or comic to the people who 
were afflicted by the aswang, or thought they 
меге, The story was amplified in “Magandang 
Gabi, Bayan” not long afterward, 

As the story went, some villagers were alert- 
ed to the presence of the unholy creature by an. 
unholy smell spreading into the village. And by 
the fact that the newly born babies in the place, 
of which there were plentiful, were іп a con- 
stant state of agitation at night. They were cer- 
tain the stench did not originate from а fetid 
river nearby and the babies’ cries from moth- 
ers milk gone dry. Unfortunately, the villagers 
never captured or killed the aswang. They 
caught sight of it on several occasions and with 
the aid of torches and flashlights gave chase, 
but it was too fast for them and disappeared in 
a flash in the moonless haze above the 
thatched roofs. 

‘Anthropologists, of course, have an expla- 
nation for it. Aswangs have a way of material 
ing in times of want. Its people's way of cop- 
ing. They project their fears to the outside 
world, in the form of unholy creatures, which 
despite their fearful countenance (the local 
comic books had a way of drawing them that 
scared the wits out me as a kid) were capable. 
of being destroyed. Not so poverty. 

Maybe so. But anthropologists themselves, 
particularly in the God-forsaken places of this 
country, of which there are plentiful too, have 
been known to glance behind them on a dark 
and lonely road in the witching hour. 

Well, in lieu of aswang sightings, we do have 
а plethora of horror movies invading cable TV 
and, even scarier, feel Halloween invading the 
hotels and restaurants, 1 don't know though 
that the movies, local or foreign, still manage 
to give people the kind of fright appropriate to 
All Saints’ Day, or more aptly All Souls’ Day. 

When I was a kid, the two popular movie 
genres were Westerns and horror movies, The 
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eople who refuse to be discouraged, 
and strip away our complacency. 

The UP Eleven did that. INquiner’s Solita 
Collas Monsod does it with panache. Peter 
Wallace's trend tracking—in the 1960s, when 
we ranked second to Japan, to today when 
Vietnam is overtaking us—helps. 

Now comes Dr. Romulo Virola. The National 
Statistical Coordination Board secretary gen- 
eral' article, “Asean: Where Do We Stand—or 
Wobble?” reveals nothing new. But ir provides 
context by stacking our problems alongside 
our Asean neighbors. 

“After 20 years of Marcos, and two decades af- 
ter People Power, we lag behind everybody in the 
original Asean, except possibly-Indonesia,” he 
writes, The newer members, known as "Plus 
Five," are catching up. “Unless we wake up .. 
‘welll be singing in bars as the Asean Minus One!” 

Our future hinges on human development, 
especially in education, health and apprecia- 
tion for science, Virola stresses. Here are some 
indicators (some updated from the Human De- 
velopment Report 2004). 

Literacy here is 93 percent. But students 
from “Singapore, Brunei and Thailand read 
better? We had higher expenditures for educa- 
tion, compared to Indonesia, Lao PDR and 
Malaysia, but lower than Thailand and Singa- 
pore, And only 79 out of 100 of our children 
who enroll reach Grade 5, beating only Cam- 
bodia, Lao PDR and Myanmar. 

We're saddled with the fifth highest infant 
mortality rate: 29 out of 1,000 Filipino chil- 
dren born alive did not survive beyond a year 
of age. Maternal mortality rate is about five 
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Westerns thrilled and the horror movies 
chilled. Indeed, it wasn't just horror movies 
that were popular then, horror comics and hor- 
тог-тайо programs were so, too. By far, the 
scariest were the horror radio programs, the 
“Gabi ng Lagim" types that featured some pret- 
ty awesome voice talents. What made the ra- 
dio horror stories more terrifying than the 
movies was that it relied on the power of sug- 
gestion. What is scarier than what you see is 
What you don't see. Doors creaking, wings 
flapping, wild noises in the night—all these, or 
the simulation of them, terrified more than the 
sight of nocturnal denizens creeping up on the 
hero and heroine in the movies. 

Both the Westerns and the horror movies 
eventually died for various reasons. The West- 
ега died in a blazing gunfight with realism in 
the 1960s, realism ending up the faster draw. 
‘The Western was based on a heroic code not 
unlike that of the Japanese samurai movies, 
proof of which being that one of the most suc- 
cessful Western of all, which spawned no end 
of sequels, was "The Magnificent Seven," 
which came off Akira Kurosawa's "The Seven 
Samurai.” To this day, Japan, which still clings 
їп great part to tradition, continues to make 
samurai movies, though increasingly in animé 
form. Hollywood no longer does Westerns, ог 
makes a whole industry of them. The inspira- 
tion is gone. 

Horror movies, too, have suffered a tremen- 
dous decline, from the glory and gory Hammer 
days of the 1960s to the gory but not so glory 
days of zombie movies. I don't know what the 
reasons for it are. I suspect realism, too, had a 
great deal to do with it. You've got to be a little 


times those for Singapore, Brunei, Malaysia 
and Thailand. К 

Filipinos do not have as "much access to es- 
sential drugs as citizens in Singapore, Brunei 
and Malaysia. But they're better off than Cam- 
bodia and Myanmar." 

Wedged in the middle among 10 Asean 
countries, “we are now about kulelat among 
the original five, although we're still generally 
ahead of the Plus Five’: Myanmar, Brunei, Lao. 
PDR, Cambodia and Vietnam.” 

Poor economic performance partly explains 
the lag. Food production per capita was fifth low- 
est, gross domestic product growth fourth lowest 
in 2002, We had the highest unemployment rate 
among seven countries at century's tum. 

All countries except for Myanmar (no data) 
were in fiscal imbalance in 2002. But Brunei, 
Singapore and Thailand got out of the'?éd'in 
2003. 

Here, “out of every P100 we generated 
through exports, P17 went to payment of our 
debt.” That's significantly higher than every- 
body except Thailand. и 

The number of personal computers here 
was fifth highest: 3 per 100 population. But 
that’s way below 62 for Singapore,. 15, for 
Malaysia and 8 for Brunei. 

Ranked sixth most attractive tourist destina- 
tion, the Philippines attracts less than two mil 
lion tourists. Compare that with Malaysia's 
10.6 million or Thailand's 10.1 million ozeven. 
Vietnam's 2.4 million. 

“We're in bad shape,” Virola reminds. all. 
“And welll be worse off, hit by the ravages of 
global competition, statistics on our prepared- 
ness for fierce competition tell из.” 

A coup d'etat would only embed these prob- 
Jems—and the four-point formula for econom- 
ic jackpots for a few corrupt officers, we add, 

"The future is collective responsibility for citizen 
and soldier, "There is hope,” Virola insists. The al- 
ternative is to wobble into Asean’s basket case.

innocent or believe in something to suspend 
disbelief in a horror movie. You can't be scared 
as hell by hellish creatures or supernatural 
forces if you've become cynical ог angry. The 
1960s generation may not have been com- 
pletely cynical, but it was angry. It was angry at 
many things, not least the Vietnam War, which 
became the other word for atrocity. You can't 
have a horror movie more horrifying than the 
one titled "My Lai.” That massacre gave a face 
to horror to a whole generation. 

We've been holdouts in the horror depart- 
ment, our movies continuing to mine the un- 
earthly or ungodly long after Hollywood 
ceased to do so. But don't know that they con- 
tinue to gather big audiences, or still cause 
them to be deliciously frightened the way they 
did us long ago. The genre, of course, has got 
ten a new lease in life with the Asian horror 
genre spawned by "The Ring.” 1 understand 
“Feng Shui,” which has been quite successful 
dips into that pool. 

Why do horror movies continue to exert û 
fascination on us? Maybe the anthropologists 
have a point when they say our belief in the 
magical and fantastic, the supernaturally sub 
lime and horrifying, heroes and aswangs, is out 
way of projecting our fears into the world and 
resolving them through bravery and incarita 
tion. Maybe it's true, aswang sightings and hor- 
тог movies flourish’ in periods of horrendous 
want and dire economic dislocation, enabling 
ог persuading us to believe that however fear 
ful our enemies are, we will vanquish them in 
the end. With hunger becoming more preva 
lent and a financial collapse waiting in the 
‘wings, maybe we'll dwell more and more pn 
these а forms of escape in months to соте, | 
recall that Imelda became more and more su 
pernaturally inclined, or blamed the country’s 
woes on unearthly causes, during the twilight 
of her and her husband's rule. 

But that may be the most horrifying thing ot 
all, our inability or unwillingness to see the re 
al horrors creeping upon us in this cobwebbed 
land. We may yet see the greatest horror movie 
ofall, In ife,

Today, Oct. 28, a draft resolution calling for an 
ending to the US economic, commercial and fi- 
nancial embargo against Cuba will again be de- 
liberated and voted on at the UN. 

For the past 13 consecutive years, Cuba has been. 
submitting resolutions to the United Nations General 
Assembly, demanding the lifting of the US embargo 
against it. This embargo/blockade, this continuous 
crucifixion of the Cuban people is now on its 45th. 
year. Nothing as sustained as this has been imposed 
bya powerful country against a poor, little one. 

‘As Cuban ambassador to the Philippines Ва- 
mon Medina said, the US sanctions against Cuba 
are the harshest in the world, much harsher than 
the sanctions against Iraq. Even the Pope has 
pleaded against this cruelty. 

Last year, 179 countries, including the Phi 
pines (which shares a Spanish and American 
colonial past with Cuba), voted in favor of ending 
the embargo. Two countries abstained. Only 
three (the US, Israel and the Marshall Islands) 
voted to continue the cruel embargo. 

‘The US loses its case with Cuba every time the 
embargo issue is voted on in the UN, so what's the 
problem? The US is the problem. Because it rules 
the world, 

What does this embargo/blockade mean? 

Cuba cannot export to the US; it cannot engage 


MY father once told me a story about one of his 

contemporaries, the son of a famous Filipino 
journalist-diplomat. This fellow ended up spend- 
ing some time in France, and fell in love with a 
French girl They dated. But the relationship 
didn't prosper. The man had to end the budding. 
romance because, he explained to her with а 
great deal of embarrassment, he couldn't get used. 
to her body odor. The girl was shocked. "Why 1 
thought you'd find it attractive she cried. “Меп 
find this kind of body odor attractive!” But the 
man wouldn't budge. No go, he said; we Filipinos 
like our women scentless. And so, they parted. 

This story always comes to mind when I read 
the section on Smell in Diane Ackerman's mar- 
velous book, "А Natural History of the Senses. 
"Ina famous letter," Ackerman writes, "Napoleon. 
told Josephine ‘not to bathe’ during the two 
‘weeks that would pass before they met, so that he 
could enjoy all her natural aromas." 

Lest you start thinking that among his other 
oddities Napoleon was a perennial body-odor 
lover, he had more cultivated tastes, тоо. Acker- 
man adds: "But Napoleon and Josephine also 
adored violets. She often wore a violetscented 
perfume, which was her trademark. When she 
died in 1814, Napoleon planted violets at her 
grave. Just before his exile on St. Helena, he made 
а pilgrimage to it, picked some of the violets, and 
entombed them in a locker, which he wore around 
his neck; they stayed there until the end of his life.” 
„Ackerman further tells us that the British Navy gal- 
lantiy allowed ships bearing violets for the Em- 
press to pass through their blockade unhindered. 

But what the Emperor of the French exhibit- 
ed—an unabashed pleasure in the scent of his 
‘woman—we all exhibit, too. While our brains are 
infinitely more complex than those of all other 
creatures, scents can reduce us to acting like the 
male moths who go berserk the moment a lady 
moth squirs ап infinitesimal amount of 
pheromones in the air. Complex creatures that we 
are, our pheromones can be the real thing, ог man- 
factured substances, or a combination of the two. 

‘Ackerman is frank about the power of smells, 
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is often hit by typhoon, hence much of his CDF will 
be spent meeting the emergency needs of his con- 
stituents such as medicines and relief goods dur- 
ing such emergencies "when its good to have 
some funds to allocate." The people in affluent 
Makati, he said, may have less need for pork bar- 
rel, but in Quezon this makes a lot of difference.

US or third-party vessels can be used. Cuba is not 
allowed direct banking relations with the US, so 
it has to go through third-country banks. 

US citizens and corporations could be fined or 
suffer imprisonment for setting foot on Cuba. Oh, 
but there are many US tourists and Hemingway 
wannabes in Cuba, Easy. They go through Mexi- 
co. In Cuba their passports are not stamped. 

in the last 45 years, Cuba has not had any ac- 
cess to international financial agencies. No single 
credit, But in 2003, the Inter-American Develop- 
ment Bank is said го have pumped nearly $9 bil- 
lion in credits into Latin America while the World 
Bank forked out $5 billion. Nada for Cuba. 

The Torricelli Act of 1992 prohibits Cuba from 
trading with US companies present in third countries, 
‘And third-country vessels that call at Cuban ports 
must wait six months before docking in US ports. 

‘The Helms-Burton Act allows for legal sanc- 
tions in the US against third-country businesses 
that deal with Cuba, Company officials found to 
have dealings with Cuba are prevented from en- 
tering the US. Wanna steal a Cuban brand name 
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“Research done by Robert Henkin, from ће Cen- 
ter for Sensory Disorders at Georgetown Univer- 
sity, suggests that about a quarter of the people 
with smell disorders find that their sex drive dis- 
appears.

‘The greater adeptness of women at detecting 
odors may account for why men are often so 
clumsy when it comes to handling their personal 
odors, such as the furtive, deep inhalation of 
one's armpits that characterize the adolescent 
males’ dating behavior. (One unlucky fellow was 
caught in this act by his date, whereupon he tried 
to rescue himself by pointing his finger at her and 
going, "Bang, bang!”) 

‘The fact is, women probably live in a far richer 
world, smell-wise, and display a greater sensitivi- 
ty to the power of odors. Ackerman says that the 
scientist George Preti "staged an experiment in 
which ten women had the sweat of other women 
applied under their noses at regular intervals. It 
took three months for the women to begin men- 
struating at the same time as the women whose 
sweat they were smelling. А control group, 
daubed with alcohol instead of sweat, didnt 
change their cycles at all. Clearly, a pheromone in 
sweat affects menstrual synchrony, which is why 


body's function and defense mechanisms against 
many chronic diseases of man. It restores the nor- 
mal balance of tissues or cells that have become 
dysfunctional,” What a gift from Nature, he added. 
“The body has an arsenal that can make the US de-

‘The good news is that House Resolution No. 
310 was recently introduced by Quezon Rep. 
Rafael Nantes, urging the government to go 
full-blast in support of further research on co- 
conut oil. The resolution urges Cocofinance 
and the UCPB-CUF Foundations, “both social 
arms of the UCPB, the bank organized for the

antidote to AIDS,” The resolution noted that 
Dayrit's pioneering work on the curative quali- 
Чез of virgin coconut oil clearly needs “more 
concrete conclusions to satisfy the world scien- 
tific community.” It noted that the coconut levy 
funds collected from the farmers three decades 
ago would have grown to at least P819 million 
as of April 30, 2004, Nantes said these Cocofi- 
nance funds should now be harnessed to fi- 
nance the necessary research cn monolaurin, 
in order to help the impoverished coconut 
farmers as well ав the campaign against AIDS. 

Former Quezon Rep. and former Philippine 
Coconut Authority Administrator Oscar Santos 
wrote to say that “the government would be high- 
ly remiss if it fails to support and fund the addi- 
tional research and study on coconut oil and 
monolaurin." While "big sums of money go to 
waste," he said, fund support for Dayrit's pioneer- 
ing work "could very well be a boon to mankind,” 

1 agree. Think of all the AIDS victims awaiting 
а breakthrough in the treatment of this deadly 
disease, Think of the three million coconut farm- 
ers and their families—about 15 million Fi 
ipinos—depending on the coconut industry for 
their subsistence. Lawmakers, especially from 
the coconut-growing provinces, and the admini 
tration should support the Nantes resolution.

The geopolitical configurations in the world have 
changed, so whats so threatening about Cuba? 

‘The Bush administration has supposedly set aside 
big sums for radio broadcasts to Cuba and to finance 
opposition to the Castro regime. The objective: to 
overthrow the present dispensation and establish 
US control over Cuba. Remember Nicaragua? 

But despite what Cuba has had to go through, 
it has made great strides in the field of medicine, 
medical technology and microbiology which 
could be the envy of more developed countries. 
‘The Cuban ambassador said Cuba had to look for 
a niche where it could excel and so the world will 
be better because of Cuba's potent vaccines. 

But the blockade is gravely affecting all this. 
Cuba cannot obtain diagnostic equipment and 
reagents from US companies. Cuba has to turn to 
Europe and this means added cost. 

А recent case was that of Oxoid, a British firm 
supplying lab reagents and culture mediums. 
When Oxoid was partly taken over by a US com- 
pany, Cuba's requests were turned down. 

‘About $79 billion—this is Cuba's estimate of 
the economic damage caused by the US blockade. 
Noal bloqueo! Thisis the cry of Cuba and the com- 
munity of nations

‘Pork’ appetite 
drives bid for 
another district

DUMAGUETE CITY—Two of the three congress- 
men in Negros Oriental will push forthe creation. 
‘of another congressional district in the province. 

Rep. Emilio Macias II (Neg. Or, 2nd dis- 
trict), House committee chair oh local govem- | 
ment, said Rep. Jacinto Paras (Neg. Or, Ist dis- 
trict) would file а bill before his committee for 
the creation of another district in Negros Ori- 
ental. 

Macias said he would support the bill be- 
cause the province “deserves another con- 
gressman." 

"First of all, we are already qualified to 
have another district. Second, this will mean 
additional amount for the province because 
every congressman is entitled to the so-called 
pork barrel,” Macias said. 

‘The congressman said the current fiscal cri- 
sis should not be a reason to deny the province 
what it was entitled of, adding that the 
province should not just depend on the graces 
of Malacafiang because it might not come. 

Under the Constitution, a locality with a 
population of at least 250,000 is entitled toa 
congressional representation. 

Macias said the province is entitled to four 
congressional districts because the popula- 
tion of Negros Oriental already reached more. 
than one million in 2001. 

Ifthe plan pushes through, he added the pre- 
sent composition of the congressional districts 
in the province would have to be reorganized. 

Macias said that under Paras’ bill, the first 
district will be composed of Canlaon City, and 
the towns of Vallahermoso, Guihulngan, La 
Libertad, Jimalalud and Tayasan. 

At present, these localities belong to the 
first district, along with the towns of Ayu- 
ngon, Bindoy and Manjuyod. 

But according to the bill, Ayungon, Bindoy 
and Manjuyod will be part of the new second 
district, along with Mabinay town and Bais City. 

Mabinay and Bais are currently under the 
second district, along with the cities of Du- 
maguete and Tanjay, and the towns of Pam- 
plona, Amlan, San Jose and Sibulan, 

Under the ЫШ, Dumaguete, Tanjay, Pam- 
plona, Amlan, San Jose, Sibulan and Valencia 
town will comprise the new third district. 

‘At present, Valencia along with Bacong, 
Dauin, Zamboanguita, Siaton, Sta. Catalina, 
Basay and Bayawan City belong to the third 
district.

PUERTO PRINCESA CITY—The provincial 
government of Palawan wants to tax the plat- 
form and other machineries being used for 
the exploration of the Camago-Malampaya 
Natural Gas-to-Power Project. 

In a privilege speech during the session of 
the provincial council yesterday, Vice Gov. 
David Ponce de Leon said the council fully 
supports the provincial assessor's move to as- 
sess the real properties of Shell Phils Explo- 
ration ВМ (Spex), the company leading the 
exploration of the Malampaya project. 

But Spex has not answered yet the letter 
sent by the assessor's office, demanding that it 
declare its real properties used in Malampaya. 

Instead, the company referred the assessor 
to the Department of Energy. 

The Inguiner tried to get comments from 
Spex public affairs director Facundo Roco but 
he was out of the country. 

"We wrote them three times but they al- 
ways referred us to the DOE,” provincial as- 
sessor Salvacion Pacaldo said. 

‘According to Pacaldo, they assessed the 
property in Malampaya on July 30 and sent 
the first letter to Spex on Aug. 4. 

The assessed value of the real properties 
amounted to more than P1 billion 

The basic tax for real properties is one per- 
cent of the total assessed value. Another .5 
percent of the one percent basic tax will be 
collected for special educational fund. 

From this, Pacaldo said, the local govern- 
ment could collect around P47 million in tax- 
es for one year. 

The commercial quantity operation in 
Malampaya started in 2002 so the Spex is sub- 
ject to back taxes from 2002, Pacaldo added. 

She said it took them a while to assess the 
value of the real properties in Malampaya be- 
cause they had to go to Batangas where the 
offshore refinery is located. 

‘The real properties include the platform, 
machineries, pipelines and other underwater 
facilities. 

However, in a meeting with the provincial 
council yesterday, De Leon, a lawyer and a former 
congressman, said there might be a technicality 
when it comes to collecting the taxes because а 
provision in the service contract for the gas project 
“favors Spex as the holder with tax exemp- 
tion—virtually from all kinds of local taxes.” 

It was entered into by the Spex and the na- 
tional government їп 1990, earlier than the ef- 
feciivity of the Local Government Code in 1992.

6-month strike 
at bus firm ends 


TARLAC CITY—Less than a week after the 
Philippine Rabbit Bus Lines (PRBL) resumed 
operations following the signing of a memo- 
randum of agreement between management 
and its 900-strong striking employees’ union, 
all but three of the bus firm's terminals in Cen- 
tral and Northern Luzon are in full swing. 

Тһе MOA signing on Oct. 21 between Nicho- 
lo Nisce, company president, and Alan Bagtong, 
president of the employees’ union, ended the 
siemonth-old strike by PRBL employees. 

‘The day after the signing, striking employ- 
ees lifted the picketline they set up in front of 
the company's Tarlae City terminal and buses. 
started to ply their routes. 

Began at the onset of Holy Week in April 
this year, the strike was staged due to alleged 
non-implementation of the provisions of a 
Dec, 18, 2002 MOA on wages and benefits be- 
tween workers and management. 

As a result of the strike, the operations of 
the country's oldest bus firm were paralyzed 
for six months. The PRBL has terminals in An- 
geles City, Tarlac, Alaminos City, Baguio City, 
La Union, Abra and Laoag City. Of these, only 
three—Laoag, Baguio and La Union termi- 
nals—have yet to operate full blast. 

“They are still being cleaned up and the fa- 
cilities there are being readied,” Bagtong said. 

‘Asked about the prospects ofthe latest MOA, 
Bagtong said he was “optimistic chat the terms 
ofthe agreement would be honored this time.” 

According to the MOA, no charges will Бе filed 
against the striking employees. The workers will 
also be paid their wage differentials, worth

military intelligence chief Galileo Kinta- 
паг, had been tortured and left for dead 
before he tried to give his testimony to 
investigators. 

Justice Secretary Raul Gonzalez said 
that the National Bureau of Investigation 
had lost contact with the witnesses and 
their families around three months ago, 
dealing a major setback to the govern- 
ment's сазе. 

‘The disappearance of the witnesses is 
also expected to delay further the filing 
of the second petition for the extradition 
of principal accused Rod Lauren Strunk, 
Bianca's husband who is in the United 
States. 

“This will affect the case. We were 
waiting for them to strengthen our extra- 
dition petition. They were substantially 
vital witnesses,” Gonzalez said. 

He identified the missing witnesses as 
Ricardo Alvarez, Roberto Canete and Di- 
ойо Molines, all security guards and Alfre- 


do “Aldo” Rodriguez, Kintanars helper 
who had confessed to helping monitor 
Blanca's movements before her murder. 

Blanca was found dead at the Atlanta 
Center building in San Juan on Nov. 7, 
2001. Alvarez, Canete, and Molines were 
assigned at the building. 


The search 

Gonzalez said the NBI had checked 
the witnesses’ addresses in Metro Manila 
and in the provinces. But the four wit- 
nesses and their families were nowhere 
tobe found. 

"The NBI sent out agents to locate 
them but, all of a sudden, they could not 
be located,” Gonzalez said. “Strangely, 
nobody can tell us anymore where they 
and their families are." 

Gonzalez said the NBI needed to pre- 
pare the witnesses for their testimony. 
before the Pasig City Regional Trial 
Court, which is hearing the murder case 
against Strunk and Philip Medel Jr 

‘Gonzalez said that while the witnesses 


had executed swom affidavits, their testi- 
‘mony in court was still needed. He said the. 
NBI was not able to secure the witnesses af- 
ter they gave their swom statements during 
the preliminary investigation. 

Gonzalez urged anyone to inform the 
NBI and the DOJ of the whereabouts of 
the witnesses. 

"We want to be sure that these people 
were not murdered to silence them forev- 
er” Gonzalez said. 

He said that somebody might have con- 
vinced the witnesses to stop cooperating 
with authorities. 

Gonzalez said he was considering 
placing the witnesses on the NBI wanted. 
list if they did not surface. 


Important witness 
Gonzalez said that Rodriguez was the 
most important among the four witness- 
es since he had confessed to monitoring 
Blanca's movements before the murder. 
He noted that somebody also tried to 
ІШІ Rodriguez in Tarlac when he tried to 


approach the authorities after the killing. 

“He was manhandled, tortured, and 
left for dead,” Gonzalez said. He did not 
identify Rodriguez's assailant. 

‘After the attempt on his life, however, 
Rodriguez sought the NBI's help. 

Gonzalez said Rodriguez, who was al- 
so a security guard, told the NBI that he, 
Philip Medel, and engineer Vicente 
"Родопа" Polinar tailed Blanca a week 
before her murder. 

Rodriguez told investigators that Polinar 
bought an old Mitsubishi Gallant, which 
‘was used in the surveillance operation. Ro- 
driguez allegedly drove the Gallant, while. 
Polinar and Medel tailed the actress. 


Narcom ID 

Medel allegedly displayed his Nar- 
сосе Command identification card on 
the rearview mirror whenever the 
surveillance team parked the car so that 
the police would not disturb them, 

Security guard Rogelio Salutin said he 
had to go into hiding in August 2002 af-

British bank

UICBASED Standard Chartered Bank sees its 
credit card base expanding by 30-40 percent 
within the next three months with the launch 
of its D3 visa credit card, the first "three-di- 
mensional" plastic in the Philippines. 

Ina press briefing yesterday SCB general man- 
ager for credit cards and personal loans Sanjay 
‘Aggarwal said the D3 card would help the British 
bank outpace the 10-percent projected annual 
growth of credit card outstanding balances in the 
‘country over the next two to three years. 

He said three-dimensional credit cards had 
been successfully introduced in South Korea.

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State assets eyed 
as collateral for loans

THE GOVERNMENT intends to use state as- 
sets as collateral to raise Р10 billion in funds 
that will be used to help finance the proposed 
Philippine Infrastructure Corp. (PIC). 

The Department of Finance said the gov- 
‘ernment owned a lot of assets, including real 
estate and shares of stocks, which could be 
used as collateral to back P10 billion in loans 
from commercial sources. 

‘The PIC, which will be tasked to develop 
the country’s infrastructure support, needs a 
total of P20 billion to start its operations. 

‘The PIC, an attached agency of the Nation- 
al Development Со, will act as a proponent of 
infrastructure projects. Once completed, the 
projects will be sold to private investors. 

"The PIC will serve as the proponent of 
these projects so that getting them (the pro- 
jects) off the ground will be quicker," said Fi- 
nance Undersecretary Eric Recto. 

‘The idea is for private-sector investors to

‘The governments economic team, for its part, 
said the establishment of the PIC was a solution 
to the problem on the country’s poor infrastruc- 
ture, which was cited as a major drag to efforts to 
attract investments into the country.

PNOC-EDC returns the favor to Mother Nature

IT'S a simple law of nature. When 
you take, you should also give 
back. When nature is your ally, 
‘giving you your bread and butter, 
‘the least you could do is give 
‘something in rerum. 

And this exactly is what Philip- 
pine National Oil Co.-Energy De- 
‘velopment Corp. (PNOC-EDC) 
has been doing since 1992 
‘through the Macadac Reforesta- 
{Чоп Project. 

While operating the Min- 
danao Geothermal Production 
Field (MGPF) at Mt. Apo, the en- 


ergy development firm em- 
barked on the reforestation pro- 
ject to give something back to. 
Mother Nature, as well as to аз: 
sture its host community that it 
meant to take care 
ofthe environment 
in which it was op- 
erating. 

In 1983, a forest 
fire left large parts 
of the Mt. Apo area denuded and 
wanting of new trees. This then 
prompted PNOC-EDC to imple- 
ment a multimillion-peso refor- 
estation project, starting in the 
vicinity of Lake Macadac, one of

Lack of economic support. 

The same report also re- 
vealed that only a little over 40 
percent of national roads in the 
ARMM were paved, while tele- 
phone density stood at a very 
low 0.40 percent. 

“There is also a severe lack 
of economic support facilities 
like farm-to-market roads, 
post-harvest and irrigation fa- 
cilities," the report said, 

"While the region is strate- 
gically located for trade and 
‘commerce like its other poten- 
tials, this remains largely un- 
tapped. The ARMM has no 
manufacturing sector to speak 


of. It has the lowest GDP per 
capita and a large pool of man- 
power but with insufficient 
skills," it said, 

The ARMM "has vast natu- 
ral resources, but has very few 
industries, limited economic 
activities and little invest- 
ments." 

Its private sector share in the . 
total number of establishments 
in theentire Mindanao area was 
limited to a very low 4.4 per- 
cent. 


Budget allocation 

Ironically, ARMM is suppos- 
edly autonomous, but itis still 
heavily dependent on bud- 
getary allocations from the na- 
tional government. 

For the period 1992-2002, 
ARMM received compara- 
tively less than most other re- 
gions in terms of regional al- 
location. In 2002, it had the 
lowest allocation at P11.1 bil- 
lion." 

Last year, its P12.1-billion 
allocation was the third low- 
est, next only to CAR's P12 bil- 
lion and Caraga's P11 billion. 

However, in terms of per 
capita allocation, ARMM re- 
ceived more (P4,853) com- 
pared to Metro Manila (P3,904) 
in 2001 and 2002. 

Between 1996 and 2000, 
ARRM's collections from rev- 
enue and other taxes amount- 
ed to only P387.5 million, 
about 2 percent of P18.65 bil- 
lion, its total budget for the 
five-year period. 


spent more than P46 million as of 
end-January. 

"This, PNOC-EDC said, was also 
the "highest" reforestation effort 
їп the country, being done in an 
area that was 2,200 meters above 
sea level. 

‘Apart from the Macadac area, 
PNOC-EDC has also started refor- 
esting portions ofthe area around 
Lake Venado, upon the request of 
the provincial government there 
as well as of indigenous groups in 
Mt. Apo. 

So far, 30 hectares of land have 
already been reforested, with an- 
other 30 hectares of land to be 
covered before the end of the 
year. 

‘Another reforestation project, 
this time involving 20 hectares of 
land, is being implemented in 
Bansalan and Sta. Cruz, both in 
Davao del Sur. 

‘Trees used in the reforestation 
efforts, PNOC-EDC was proud to 
say, were nothing but species in- 
digenous to Mt. Apo and not hy- 
brids or fast growing varieties 
that were usually used in refor- 
estation projects. 


Mobilizing indigenous people 

But since geothermal steam 
field and power plant operations, 
not reforestation, were the core 
competencies of the PNOC-EDC 
staff, MGPF operations superin- 


tendent Elmo Valentino Butardo 
said the natives in these areas 
were tapped to ensure that the re- 
stored forests in the area would 
stay lush and green. 

“We sought the help of the tri 
al people and the farmers. We're 
not experts and we also don't 
have the manpower,” he said. 
"They're also the ones taking care 
of the reforested areas.” 

To ensure that the reforested 
areas are free from kaingeros and 
illegal loggers, PNOC-EDC is 
maintaining an extension officer 
from its environmental manage- 
ment division as well as eight for- 
est guards, most of whom are lo- 
cals who ‘used to be kaingeros 
themselves. 

To date, most of the trees 
planted under PNOC-EDC’s re- 
forestation projects are now 10- 
15 feet tall. They have started to 
form a lush forest canopy that is 
ideal as a natural habitat for the 
country’s national bird—the 
Philippine Eagle. 


More than just a tree 

When, in 1998, various 
species of birds started building 
their nests in trees within the 
PNOC-EDC's Mt. Apo reforested 
areas, the site became a poten- 
tial breeding ground for birds, 
even those as rare as the Philip- 
pine Eagle. 


The Philippine Eagle Founda- 


"tion, in fact, chose the Mt. Apo 


geothermal reservation as the ex- 
perimental release sie for 
Kabayan, the first eagle to be 
bred in captivity. 

Kabayan has now found a 
home within the contiguous for- 
est cover of the Mt. Apo reserva- 
tion area, flying freely without 
fear of being shot down by 
hunters.

The eagle is sometimes seen 
resting on one of the branches of 
trees surrounding the geother- 
mal site. Though not close 
enough to touch, one can enjoy a 
good enough view of the majes- 
tic bird. 

If is often seen flying around 
thes forest reservation, hover- 
ing above trees that are now 
showing signs of becoming 
towering giants in a few more 
years. 

Indeed, as nature has given 
РМОС-ЕРС the gift of helping 
propel the country to being the

Corn imports seen going down

THE COUNTRY’S corn and corn substitute imports 
are expected to decline by about 50 percent this 
year, as livestock raisers cut back on production re- 
sulting in lower demand for animal feeds. 

Also, the country is expected to register a bumper 
com harvest by the end of the year. 

According to the Philippine Association of Feed 
Millers Inc. (Райт), com and corn substitutes imports 
as of October reached only 576,320 metric tons, down 
by almost 50 percent from 1.149 million metric tons 
acquired in the same period last year: 

According to Pafmi vice president Ric Pinca, the 
slide in the importation of corn and corn substitutes 
(mainly wheat) this year could be due to the cut in 
the production of backyard hog raisers. 

"Because of the high cost of feed, backyard raisers 
stopped producing or cut down on production," he said. 

He said this resulted in a 20- to 25-percent drop 
in the feed millers sales volume. 

The Department of Agriculture said 77 per-

centof the country's hog stock was coming from. 
backyard raisers. It added that 20 percent of 
these backyard raisers decided not to stock up 
this year. 

With corn harvest this year seen reaching 5.3 mil- 
lion metric tons, feed millers opted to buy most of 
their requirements locally. 

However, Pinca noted that only 3.1 million met- 
ric tons of the total corn production were yellow 
corn, thevariety used for feeds. 

Pafmi records showed that the corn substitutes 
that the country was importing included Chinese, 
Indian wheat, Australian wheat and Ukraine 
wheat. 

То avert a further slide in sales, the feed-milling 
sector is considering a rollback on their prices pro- 
vided corn prices will not go beyond P11 per kilo, 
Pinca said.

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ADB grants $150-M 
agri productivity loan 


DAVAO CITY—THE ASIAN Development 
Bank has extended a $150-million loan to fi- 
nance infrastructure projects aimed at boost- 
ing agricultural productivity. 

"The infrastructure projects under the In- 
frastructure for Rural Productivity Enhance- 
ment Sector would be completed over the 
next five years. 

These include 800 kilometers of farm-to- 
market roads, bridges, irrigation of some 
8,000 or more hectares of agricultural lands 
and building of atleast 300 potable water sys- 
tems, 

The ADB's loan would be matched by a 
$37-million counterpart fund from the gov- 
ernment. 

‘The Department of Agriculture (DA) re- 
cently signed an agreement with local gov- 
ernment officials to implement the program. 

‘Agriculture Secretary Arthur Yap estimated 


that once the projects are completed, the 
town-beneficiaries would increase income by 
а much as 45 percent, reduce poverty inci- 
dence by 20 percent and bring down the 
transport cost of farm and fishery products. 

"We are building rural prosperity" Yap said 
of the program. 

He said the government was optimistic the 
program would increase the productivity of 
farmers, fisherfolk and those in the rural and 
impoverished communities.

P100-M carageenan plant 
to start operations in 2005 


DAVAO CITY—The seaweed industry here 
will get a needed boost following the start of 
commercial operations next year of a P100- 
million carageenan processing plant. 

Merly Cruz, Department of Trade and In- 
dustry director for Southern Mindanao, said a. 
local investor was putting the final touches (0 
its processing plant in Toril district here. 

She, however, declined to identify the in- 
vestor. 

She just said that the plant would boost 
economic growth and generate much-needed 
income for many families in the Davao region 
that rely on the seaweed industry for liveli- 
hood. 

Cruz said the carageenan processing plant 
would hire some 500 workers and provide ап 
opportunity for many seaweed planters to 
eam a monthly income of as much as 
P60,000. 

Seaweed is the main ingredient for 
carageenan, which is used in many consumer 
products such as toothpaste and beverages. 


The Philippines is one of the top three pro- 
ducers of carageenan in Asia. 

Seaweed planting is a thriving business in 
‘Autonomous Region in Muslim Mindanao 
(ARMM) and in Zamboanga. 

"This new investment in Davao would sure- 
ly result in massive planting of seaweeds,” 
Cruz said. 

"This is typical of a family backyard gar- 
dening, but the only difference is that you 
plant out in the sea," Cruz said. 

А seaweed planter would need a boat, train- 
ing and an initial investment of P12,000 for the 
purchase of the seedlings and equipment. 

It takes a minimum amount of work since 
seaweeds will grow in its natural environ- 
ment as long as the water is not too salty and 
not near any freshwater streams. 

‘The seaweeds are ready for harvest after 
just 20 days from its first planting. After dry- 
ing, these are ready to be sold to the process- 
ing plant.

NEW YORK--US consumers turned gloomier 
іп October, beset by soaring energy costs, re- 
lentless violence in Iraq, sluggish hiring and 
arí increasingly bitter presidential campaign. 

‘The Conference Board's gauge of consumer 
‘confidence fell to 92.8 in October, the lowest 
in seven months, from 96.7 in September, the 
private business group said on Tuesday. The 
reading was below economists’ expectations 
foradipto94. 

"The main index was dragged down mainly 
by the consumer expectations component, 
which tumbled to 92.0 from 97.7. The current 
conditions index slipped to 94.2 from 95.3. 

"Consumers are more concerned about the 
future than they are about current conditions, 
and I think that has a lot to do with the high oil 
prices wee seeing and probably some of the 
election rhetoric, said Gary Thayer, chief 
economist at A.G. Edwards & Sons in St. Louis.

Unilever Q3 
earnings up 


LONDON—Food and consumer goods giant 
Unilever reported a 3 percent rise in third- 
quarter earnings on Wednesday but warned. 
it was reviewing its targets up to 2010, after 
it issued a shock profits warning last 
month. 

Anglo-Dutch Unilever Ple/NY, which owns 
brands such as Dove soap, Hellman's mayon- 
naise and Knorr soups, said nine-month earn- 
ings rose 7 percent, ahead of its reduced earn- 
ings targets, prompting its shares to edge 
higher. 

But the group caused worries by saying it 
would review its 2005-2010 targets only 
eight months after announcing it would 
switch its focus to boosting shareholder re- 
turns, such as share buybacks and dividends, 
after failing to meet sales targets. 

"We are reviewing our assumptions for the 
period to 2010 and will communicate the out- 
come of this review together with the full year 
results,” Unilevers joint chairmen Antony 
Burgmans and Patrick Cescau said in a results 
statement. 

The Anglo-Dutch firm had not put any spe- 
cific figures to its 2005-2010 targets. 

Sales of Unilever’s 400 top brands, which 
make up over 95 percent of sales, dipped 0.9 
percent in the third quarter after the second 
quarters 0.2 percent fall, and were well be- 
hind the 0.5 percent rise seen in the first half 
of 2004, 

"The sales of these 400 leading brands—in- 
cluding Lux, Sunsilk, Vaseline, Ото and Com- 
fort—is unlikely to match its February hopes 
when it saw growth ahead of 2003's 2.5 per- 
cent rise and well below 5-6 percent initial 
hopes from its now discredited five-year 
2000-2004 "Path to Growth" strategy. 

Unilever said it was dissatisfied with its 
performance and action is being taken to im- 
prove its competitiveness and reignite 
growth, but analysts warned this meant big 
rises in marketing and price cuts which will 
hit fourth-quarter earnings.

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Business willing to help 
gov't raise revenue 


By Gil C. Cabacungan Jr. 


BIG businesses are willing to chip into 
President Macapagal-Arroyo's efforts to 
shore up government revenue but they 
are wary of being milked dry by the high 
taxes on their operations that are being 
pushed in Congress. 

А top executive of a leading 
telecommunication firm said that 
while big business recognized the ur- 
gency of boosting government rev- 
‘enue to avert a full-blown fiscal crisis, 
there was only so much.that these 
firms could shell out without affect- 
ing their operations, 

“Big business wants to help the 
President meet her target of raising. 
government revenue by P80 billion a. 
year but we certainly cannot afford to 
pay for the entire thing. The govern- 
ment has to look at other areas for 
more taxes,” the telecommunication 
executive said, 

Based on data provided by the Bu- 
Teau of Internal Revenue, the country’s 
top 25 corporations paid P117.822 bil- 
lion in taxes in 2003 or more than 20 
percent of the P537 billion in total tax- 
es collected forthe same year. 


Of the top 25 corporate taxpayers, 
the biggest were from the “sin prod- 
ucts" industry accounting for P40 bi 
lion, These were San Miguel Corp. 
(P16.27 billion), Fortune, Tobacco 
Corp. (P13.478 billion), Philip Morris 
(P8.343 billion), and La Tondefia Dis- 
tillers Inc. (P2.876 billion). 

The petroleum industry followed 
with P24.005 billion broken down as 
follows: Petron Corp. (P9.657 billion), 
Pilipinas Shell (P8.619 billion), and 
Caltex Philippines (PS.729 billion). 

The third biggest was the telecom- 
munication industry, accounting for 
12.482 billion. The biggest taxpay- 
ers from this sector were Philippine 
Long Distance Telephone Со. (P5.226 
billion), Smart (P4.51 billion), and 
Globe Telecoms (P2.746 billion). 

‘These three industries are also the 
target of high taxes by the Arroyo ай- 

stration’s tax reform package—the 
indexation of sin taxes, the P2 per liter 
oil tax, and the 7-percent franchise tax 
оп telecommunication firms. 

А member of the Economic Май- 
agers Group, who requested 

ity, said the government 
should strike a middle ground be- 


tween the need for more revenue and 
the big business’ corporate profits to 
avoid “tax fatigue” where an indus- 
trys growth could be stunted by too 
many taxes. 

The same EMG official cited the 
ongoing discussions in the House of 
Representatives where congressmen 
agreed to adopt а 20 percent across- 
the-board increase in the excise taxes. 
оп alcohol, cigarettes and tobacco 
products in the first year and another 
3 percent in the second and third 
years. By the fourth year, the sin taxes 
‘would have to be pegged on the infla- 
tion rate in the previous two years. 

The offical said the 20 percent rate 
was a “positive step” in boosting rev- 
enues (even though it was below the 
30 percent targeted by the Department 
of Finance) as long as it would ensure 
the quick passage ofthe bill and bolster 
investor confidence in the country. 

But Revenue Commissioner 
Guillermo Parayno flatly rejected the 
notion that big corporations were al- 
ready experiencing “tax fatigue.” 

"T don’t think they are fatigued be- 
cause their industries have the lowest. 
tax rates in the region,” says Parayno.

Cebu Gov. Gwendolyn Gar- 
cia said this would mean sav- 
ings for the people of Cebu 
‘who depend on telecommuni- 
cations services for their busi- 
nesses and other purposes.

WASHINGTON-—Canadian-bom Lome 
Michaels, who launched "Sarurday 
Night Live" and generations of stars 
who brought their irreverent talent to 
his stage, picked up one of America's top 
comedy honors, the 2004 Mark Twain 
Prize at the Kennedy Center. 

Cast members old and new joined 
in feting Michaels, 59, a nine-time 
Emmy winner whose show trans 
formed Saturday night television 30 
years ago. 

"Tor the last 30 years, I've had the 
coolest job in New York City,” 
Michaels remarked after receiving his 
award at the end of the evening Mon- 
day. 0. 

"It is the primary satirical voice of 
the country,” said 1970s veteran Dan 
Aykroyd, one of many who went on 
to successful film careers after stints 


on "Saturday Night Live." Shuffling 
on the stage and doing a “Blues 
Brothers" dance, Aykroyd told the 
audience that the test of success was 
always trying to make Michaels 
break out laughing. “We seek ap- 
proval of this man.” 

‘Added current cast member Amy 
Poehler: "He's a fair and loyal and 
funny boss. He lets people succeed 
and fail on their own.” 

A variety of the show's hosts came 
to the John Е Kennedy Center for the 
Performing Arts, too. Recalling his 
Saturday night as host in the 2000 
campaign, Arizona Sen. John McCain 
said: "It’s the only time 1 ever im- 
pressed my teenage children.” 

Staying true to Saturday Night Live 
form, current and former cast mem- 
bers and staff joined Michaels on 


stage at the end of the show and 
hugged each other, 

Michaels moved to Los Angeles 
from Toronto in 1968 to work as а. 
writer for NBC's "Rowan & Martin's 
Laugh-In." Seven years later he shift- 
ей to New York to begin "Saturday 
Night Live." Among those featured їп 
the cast in its three decades are John. 
Belushi, Bill Murray, Gilda Radner, 
Eddie Murphy, Dana Carvey, Chris 
Rock and Will Ferrell Al Franken was 
a performer and writer for the show.
